Combat Vet 
Is Refused 
Treatment 


TUCSON, Ariz., May 9—(?)— 


A combat veteran was denied 
treatment at the Veterans’ Hos- 
aa here Wednesday because the 

. S. is not officially at war in 
Korea. 

David R. Arellano, Jr., ‘21, 
Tucson, who was discharged from 
military service two months ago, 
was taken to the Pima County 
Hospital Wednesday after Ameri- 
can Legion officials were unable 
to get him admitted to the Vet- 
erans’ Hospital. He was given a 
surgical operation to remove a 
throat cancer. 

Col. J. E. Gaines,. manager of 
the Veterans’ Hospital, said he 
was powerless to help the Korean 
veteran because congressional law 
still considers the Korean combat 
veteran as a peacetime soldier. 

Gaines said, “under the present 
setup no returned veteran from 
Korea is eligible for hospital bene- 
fits unless he has been discharged 
from the service because of a duty 
disability.” 

Arellana and 14 companions 
were injured last November when 
their truck ran over a land mine 
in Korea. He was later given a 
discharge under the Armed Serv- 
ices Dependency Act. The cancer 
reportedly appeared while he was 
in Korea. 

Col. Gaines‘said “we at the Vet- 
erans’ Hospital are completely 
sympathetic with the plight of 
these men. Under the present 
status we are not at war in Korea 
so these men are not eligible for 
treatment.”

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The Long-Range Point of View 


The hard row that school consolidation 


has to hoe is reflected in two items from. 


the weekly press. 

The Lowndes County school board has 
shelved plans for consolidation of schools 
“until such time as the people of the county 
are ready for consolidation,” The Lowndes 
County News reports. Early talk of school 
mergers brought protests from some of the 
districts involved. 

Carroll County presents somewhat the 
same story. There, the patrons of Roop- 
ville High School have adopted by unani- 
mous vote a resolution opposing a con- 
solidation plan suggested following a sur- 
vey of the county school system. 

The Roopville resolution as quoted by 
-The Carroll Times-Free Press, says in part, 
“Be it resolved, that we ask the ones in 
authority to carefully consider the wishes 
and desires of the patrons and citizens of 
this community in this matter which is so 
dear to our hearts.” 

This point of view is not surprising. 
In fact, it is to be expected. Local pride, 
a feeling of sacrifice, make local districts 
reluctant to give up their schools in favor 
of combined plants. 

The Constitution has from time to time 
pointed out that this feeling is one of the 
principal obstacles on the road to consoli- 
dation. It is not hard to understand. 


But at the same time we feel that the 
gains which come f combining school 
plants more than offset the objections. Im- 
partial survey committees have seen it that 
way in nearly all counties where the situa- 
tion has been studied carefully. ¢ 

In Bulloch County, for example, a sur- 
vey committee has said... . “No long-range 
program of education or building program 
can be intelligently planned until it is de- 
termined whether the Bulloch County sys- 
tem and the Statesboro system will merge 
or stay separate. It is the opinion of the 
reviewing committee that it will be advan- 
tageous to both the city and the county to 
merge into one system.” 

The Bulloch County Herald has en- 
dorsed that recommendation, saying edi- 
torially, “If Bulloch County and States- 
boro schools are to move forward it must 
be under one system.” 

That is the long-range point of view 
and in our opinion that is the right one. 
There are few counties in Georgia in which 
consolidation will not mean better educa- 
tion for all children concerned, and usually 
at lower cost. Let false local pride be 
dispensed with and the question settled on 
the merits of each case. Consolidation, 
even across county lines where indicated, 
will go far toward solving Georgia’s edu- 
cational problem. 


Moral Judgment Begins at Home

I realize, of course, that certain members of the administra- 
tion at present.are understandably inclined to take somewhat of a 
dim view of individuals who take into their own hands the formu- 
ldtion of policy. But I submit that the embargo which the long- 
shoremen declared without portfolio could not have been improved 
upon had it been the subject of endless conferences, consultations 
and deliberations by our finest grade-A diplomats. 

Moreover, I have a sneaking suspicion that, had the matter 
been left up to the protocol-conscious striped-pants contingent, the 
Russians would have been safely in Moscow with their loot before 
ever a decision was reached. 

Certainly there is no danger of any official complaint from the 
Kremlin on the subject. After all, since Russian production of 
consumer goods has, by Pravda’s own admission, reached such 
unexpected heights there is not the slightest justification of any 
Soviet citizen attempting to import them. 

Indeed, one would even expect the USSR itself to express its 
gratitude to the longshoremen who have thwarted’the unthinking 
if not unpatriotic sons of the Soviet who were trying to bring in 
some of the forbidden fruits of that old devil capitalism. 

Incidentally, there is one thing which puzzles me. If, as 
Izvestia claims, the Russians invented TV in 1907, why, as late as 
1951, are they still having to smuggle in American sets?

Another General 
Heard From 


WASHINGTON—The testimony of Secretary 

of Defense George Marshall before the joint 

eee Senate committee investigating our Far Eastern 

policy contains so many devastating points of attack on the thesis 

laid down by General of the Army Douglas MacArthur that it can 
hardly be summarized in a few words. 

In brief, he told the committee that the MacArthur war plans 
for expanding operations against Communist China would risk an 
all-out world conflict, “even at the expense of losing our allies 
and wrecking the coalition of free peoples throughout the world.” 

This, he said, was the basic consideration in rejecting Mac- 
Arthur’s proposal for having us, “on our own initiative, carry the 
conflict beyond Korea against the mainland of Communist China, 
both from the sea and from the air.” 

Secretary Marshall, himself a five-star general and the man 
who conceived and executed all of our major military operations 
during the last world war as chief of staff, went ‘on to say that 
“he (MacArthur) would have to accept the risk of involvement 
not only in an extension of the war with Red China, but in an all- 
out war with the Soviet Union. 

“He (MacArthur) would have us do this even though the effect 
of such action might expose Western Europe to attack by the 
millions of Soviet troops poised in Middle and Eastern Europe.” 


oe 4 Our purpose in seeking to limit the fighting 
To Gain Time to Korea, he told the Senate group, is to 
give the United States and its allies “sorely needed time” to build 
their defenses “against the threatened onslaught of Soviet im- 
perialism.” 

Even if we did the things General MacArthur is advocating, 
Secretary Marshall is by no means convinced that it -would bring 
about the early end of the Korean conflict which the general 
visualizes. Here is the opinion of one five-star general against 
another. It remains only to be noted that. the Marshall concept 
is apparently supported by the entire Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

But perhaps the most interesting part of the Marshall testi- 
mony was that in which he explained the reasons for ,General 
MacArthur’s dismissal. 

“It became apparent,” he said, “that General MacArthur had 
grown so far out of sympathy with the established policies of the 
United States that there was grave doubt as to whether he could 
any longer be permitted to exercise the authority in making deci- 
sions that nermal command functions would assign to a theater 
commander. In this situation, there was no other recourse but to 
relieve him.” : 

In making this statement Secretary Marshall was referring to 
a number of things, not merely MacArthur’s disregard of presi- 
dential directives not to engage in public discussion of policy 
matters laid down by his superiors in Washington. This, it devel- 
ops, was merely the final straw that brought about the general’s 
dismissal. 


‘ ®* For example, the. Defense department head gave 
Some Ifs this enlightening bit of testimony: “He (Mac- 
Arthur) stated in one of his messages (to the Pentagon) that if 
he was not to be reinforced, if he was not to be permitted to bomb 
into China, if he were not permitted to establish a naval blockade 
of the China coast, and if he was not permitted to use the Chinese 
Nationalist troops from Formosa, that under those conditions he 
thought that we would probably be forced to évacuate Korea.” 
Well, we did not give him the authority he sought, and we 
were not forced to evacuate Korea. On the contrary, we went 
on to give the Chinese Communists one of the most terrific béatings 
ever delivered. to an enemy, a- beating that was repeated in the 
recent offensive when we destroyed more than 30 of their divisions.

A Cancer That Can Spread 


WASHINGTON—The senate has made a start toward coping with a recently 
widely publicized human problem directly affecting the South, Southwest and 
West, but also spreading its harmful effects into our whole ‘economy since a 


cancerous condition in any area ramifies ultimately to others. 


This is the problem 


of migratory farm labor, consisting of importees, legally and illegally coming in 

a _ from Mexico, and native agricultural workers—‘“stoop labor”—who year after year 
follow the crops northward from the South with the seasons. These wanderers were portrayed 
graphically several years ago, in depression times, in “Grapes of Wrath,” by John- Steinbeck, who 
showed how they were exploited. They still are—Mexican and American. 


The problem still exists. It is not solved by 
the bill sponsored by Senator Ellender (Dem., 
La.) and passed this week in the upper House. 
That measure regularizes the traffic in farm 
workers; it does not tackle the underlying hu- 
man, social and economic evils involved, ahd is 
not the satisfactory answer. 


However, it is much better than the orig- 
inal Eliender bill. That is due chiefly to 
Senator Chavez (Dem., N. M.), who pound- 
ed away ceaselessly and got inserted some 
provisions from his more comprehensive 

* measure drafted along lines recommended 
by the President’s commission of migratory 
labor and against dpposition of powerful big 
agricultural interests of his state. 


He hati the assistance of a group, including 
Senators Douglas (Dem., Ill.), Humphrey (Dem., 
Minn, and Lehman (Dem., N. ‘Y.). 

The fight now moves to the House, where 
there is pending before the rules committee, for 
the go-ahead signal for House action, a measure 
sponsored by Rep. Poage (Dem., Texas) similar 
to the original Ellender Bill. Any attempt to 
broaden it into a really effective measure will be 
stoutly resisted by the powerful Southern bloc 
in the House which, like its counterpart in the 
Senate, is solicitous of big farming interests which 
utilize this labor and want it as cheap as possible. 

The bill has been labeled the “wet-back” bill, 
a handy designation because it seeks, among 
other aims, to stop illegal entry of Mexican 
farm workers who figuratively swim the Rio 


of his now before the judiciary committee, were 
added at the instance of Senator Douglas. 
The “wet-back” tag is somewhat unfortu- 


nate. For the problem goes far beyond that. 
The competition of Mexican labor, both illegal 
and legal—the latter brought in under regula- 
tions—affects thousands and thousands of native 
farm workers. Because of the low-wage stand- 
ard for the Mexican labor competitors, they roam 
far beYond their homes and travel to the north 
for months at a time to get better wages paid 
there. 

It was the objective of the President’s com- 
mission, embodied in the Chavez Bill, to provide 
means to study the whole problem, find out 
labor needs, determine how far they could be 
met by local native labor, reduce importations 
where possible and stabilize employment by de- 


‘cent pay that would keep labor in its own home 


area. Another aim, toa, would be to improve 
the conditions, sometimes ghastly, under which 
some of the Mexican immigrants live. For these 
purposes Senator Chavez proposed a national 
farm labor board which, however, was rejected 
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Better Education Centers Ahead 


Planning for school construction is under way in more than 50 systems in the 

State, and before the Summer is out an additional 50 school organizations will 

be conducting exhaustive surveys as a prelimjnary to new building programs. 

This widespread construction pjanning, predicated on “total needs” of the in- 

dividual systems, promises to bring the greatest impact in history to common 

: school education in Georgia. For the first time, through the Public School Build- 

ing Authority and the Minimum Foundation Program for Education, the State has become a partner 
with county and independent school systems in providing buildings and initial equipment. 


Great thought is being given to school planning 
throughout the State. It is not a case of slapping 
up buildings willy nilly merely because an ave- 
nue of financing is open. Projection of building 
programs is proceeding only after lengthy study 
and consideration of factors relative to leng- 


range integration of instructional planning and 
the school plant itself. 


Communities, or school systems, planning 
construction are, in collaboration with State 
officials, considering population shifts, trans- 
portation problems, ultimate school organiza- 
tion, industrial trends, community educa- 
tional needs and a host of other factors. This 
survey work is being done by local com- 
mittees with the aid of Department of Educa- 
tion experts. The final conclusions are re- 
viewed by a committee of “outside” school 
authorities. 


Claude Purcell, director of .the Division of 
Schoo] Administration ofthe State Department 
of Education, has summarized building methods 
in a paper outlining survey techniques and de- 
fining goals of the construction program. Pas- 
sages from this paper give an insight into the 
planning going into Georgia’s school building 
program. : 

Here is a portion of what Purcell says under 
the heading “Building Objectives”: 


“The school plant is only a means.-to an end. 
It must be considered ‘in relationship to the 
curriculum, the community resources, the trans- 
portation program, and other phases of com- 
munity life which are necessarily a part of the 
school program. There must be Suitable class- 
rooms, laboratories, gymnasiums, libraries, san- 
. itary facilities, lunchrooms, and other necessary 
facilities. Room arrangement must be co-ordi- 
nated so that the combination of room units will 
be most advantageous to teacher and to pupil. 
The administrative officers and teachers in the 
school should plan a definite educational pro- 
gram to be housed and should know what 
facilities will bring about the best educational 
results. School plants should be constructed only 
after thorough investigation of educational needs,

available financial resources, and correct archi- 
tectural principles.” 

Too often new buildings have been confused 
with actual progress in education. In Georgia, 
an earnest effort evidently is being made to 
tie-in the building itself with progress in in- 
structional procedures. 


Under “School Organization,” Purcell writes: 

“The existing school] facilities and road con- 
ditions in the county will be two major factors 
in determining the type of school organization. 


“Schools are expected to serve children who 
are within approximately two miles walking dis- 
tance of the school. In densely populated areas, 
this distance may be reduced. In sparsely popu- 
lated areas, it will be necessary to transport the 
children who live beyond a reasonable walking 
distance. 


“The establishment of school bus service entails 
a large capital outlay for purchase and upkeep 
of buses, but it usually costs less than establish- 
ing a number of small schools. The distarice to 
be traveled by bus is of relatively minor im- 
portance; the pupil’s time consumed by travel, 
however, is of major importance. Bus schedules 
must be planned with pupil health and con- 
venience as a definite consideration. In general, 
45 minutes should be the maximum time limit for 
transportating elementary children. For high 
school children, an additional 20 to 30 minutes 
express run to central high schools is per- 
missible.” 


Purcell explains that consdlidation of 
schools should be preceded by extensive 
study of area served, population trends, and 
transportation, with location of the school 
near the center of population served, other 
factors being equal. He warns that consolida- 
tion should not be predicated merely on the 
basis of eliminating small schools as a goal 
in itself, that the guide post should be “better 
educational advantages to serve the inter- 
ested communities.” 


Georgia’s construction plans are going ahead 
in full realization of all the factors involved, 
and the outcome is bound to be a better heri- 
tage of educational centers for Georgia children. 


We Could Use a Sod-Seeder 


What this country needs is a sod-seeder, one of those devices that puts legume 
seeds down in rows within the sod itself so that nitrogen can be made and ad- 
ditional grazing may be had from grass farming. This would prevent the rénovat- 


ing that goes on in Bermuda and fescue sods. 
One or the other gets away to ® better start. Usually 


and ladino in the same field. 


The usual practice is to plant fescue 


the fescue grass has the poorest chance, for it is slower to germinate than the 


legume. At any rate, the fescue is replanted and it goes along well, 


but there is no ladine with it. 


Or else the ladino comes up well and during the Spring it is smothered by the fescue. 


What is needed in either event is a machine 
that will put the ladino, or oats, or crimson, or 
other clovers or small grains down into the sod 
after the lush grazing of Spring is over, particu- 
larly after the gathering of seed along about mid- 
dle June. 


When this time comes the legumes can 
take the field until about time for Winter 
grazing. 


What will grow then? Perhaps Kobe lespe- 
deza, or sericea, or ladino or the others. Per- 
haps it would be a good time to plant subterra- 
nean clover. Who knows? 


We haven’t tried them out as yet. Subter- 
ranean clover works well in fescue in the .Far 
West and it might do so here. It has the ability 
to penetrate the soils, as a rule, and it might 
prove to be the best legume for fescue up until 


now. Certainly, the ladino is hard to keep in 


the fescue in the Springtime. 


Come to think of it, we might include, the 
velvet bean in our concentration of plants that 
would make- nitrogen and feed within sods of 
fescue. Suppose we drilled the bean at intervals 
of about 16 inches through the field in’ mid- 
June or early July? If we had a late Winter, 
they should produce beans as well as nitrogen. 
And quite a bit of vine, which is good eating in 
the midst of Winter. 


Crotalaria wouldn’t hurt, either, although it is 
no good for feed. Not the spect&bilis variety. It 
might produce the nitrogen, and go to seed and 
come back the following season. Perhaps. 


What is needed is a sort of grain drill with 
a knife-like chisel to open the sod, drop the seed, 
and let the sod fall back in place. It would 
work wonders in the fescue grass. And perhaps 
with Bermuda. |

T’ll Take Gen. George Marshall’

The controversy that is dividing our country in a time of great peril gives the 
American people the choice of following one of two men: MacArthur or Marshall. 
Of course the people are saying: MacArthur vs. Truman. But back of Truman is 


Marshall, 


and the administration policy is really General George Marshall’s 


policy. To see the issue clearly, let’s get a few facts down on paper and quit looking at personali- 


ties, or persons. 


A statesman must be a great strategist. This is 
@ quality which the great statesman has in com- 
mon with the great soldier. The great strategist 
is able to discern wherein lie advantage and se- 
curity for his country as opposed to the places 
and policies wherein lie disadvantage and danger 
for his country. General Marshall is a great 
strategist. He is not a showman. When you look 
at him you do not see a handsome face, or a 
dramatic personality. But you can bank on him, 
believe me. 


Back of the mes Marshall Plan there 
was a great strategic objective: To restore to 
the prestige of great powers the old friends 
and allies of World War I, namely, Great 
Britain and France. 


A restored Great Britain and France with 
their satellites of Western Europe, plus the 
United States, with her friends of the Western 
Hemisphere, would present a combination 
stronger than any other group of nations could 
* muster. 


It was quite an undertaking. France was only 
recently a liberated prisoner of way, having been 
ground under the hee] of a conquering and oc- 
cupying army. She had to be raised from the dust. 

And Great Britain’ was not much better off. It 
is no wonder that General Marshall pointed out 
that if we undertook the plan we would have to 
concentrate our efforts and resources on that 
undertaking to the neglect of other places, 
peoples and projects. 

The Marshall Plan became a part of our bi- 
partisan foreign policy. We poured billions of 
dollars into it (a national commitment that even 
some Congressmen seem to have forgotten al- 
ready). And the plan’ succeeded even beyond 
our expectations. 


It has climaxed in the Atlantic Pact, the only 
effective guarantee of peace in the world today. 


Far beyond anything that the United Nations 
has been able to do, the name of the United 


States of America on the Atlantic Pact is the 
thing that is going to prevent Russia from start- 


ing out on a career of military aggression that © 


rt 


will in fact precipitate World War III. This rep- 
resents a further commitment that a lot of people 
seem to have forgotten, our name on the dotted 
line. And the plan is being implemented by a 
further commitment in the form of men and 
money for General Eisenhower’s army. 


The whole plan and policy may be summed up 
briefly thus: Concentration of effort and re- 
sources, (a) in Western Europe, or the Atlantic 
Theater, (b) in the field of technology as ex- 
pressed in Air Force, atomic development, and 
other means of scientific war making, rather 
than great land forces or manpower armies. 


It seems obvious to me that Russia had two 
objects in the Korean incident: (1) To get us 
bogged down in a war with China and divert 
our attention away from Western Europe. When 
our Army was moved up to the Yalu River in 
the. attack last Fall, it was just as cértain that 
China would attack as it is that we would have 
done the same thing if Russia should land in 
Mexico and move her armies up to the Rio 
Grande. 


I see no reason for thinking that we are the 
only nation entitled to a Monroe Doctrine. 


Russia’s next object in Korea, as yet un- 
attained, is (2) To somehow induce us to abandon 
our original and correct decision to concentrate 
our effort and resources in the field of tech- 
nology, a field in which we are definitely su- 
perior, and cause us to begin to throw the weight 
of our effort and resources into the field of great 
land forces or manpower armies, a field in which 
Russia has a definite superiority. 


In short, Russia’s whole object in the 
Korean incident has been to induce the 
United States to abandon the Marshall con- 
cept and go over to the MacArthur plan. 


In this they have partially succeeded. If the 
American people are. blind enough to permit 
them to gain fhe rest of their objective, God 
help our couritry’ When the security of our 
country is at stake, I follow George Marshall, 
one of the greatest Americans of many genera- 


tions,

: Everytime the State announces a pay raise for teachers, there is complaint that

- It also exasperated the State, which found itself taking on more and more of the 

total financing of schools while local cOmmumities were slacking up. Now that 

a ’ the Minimum Foundation Program pay scale is about to go into effect, the PTA 
is rutadide plans of Gainesville to slash its local supplements for teachers. Gainesville won't be 


the only city to cut its supplements. Many counties may abolish their local 


supplements next 


school year. But they can’t be charged with shoving the cost of education off on the State this time. 


The “economic index” formula in the Minimum Foundation Program will see 
’ nities put up their share of the teachers’ pay. 


This time, the cities and counties will put up 
their share in the increased Minimum Founda- 
tion Program salary schedule when the checks 
are handed out—rather than letting the State 
pay the regular schedule and then the local com- 
munities putting up a supplement. 


Many local systems will have to cease 
their supplements when they start con- 
tributing te the regular pay checks, Claude 
Purcell, of the State Department of Educa- 
tion, predicts. 


However, the teachers won’t suffer through 
lack of local supplements. Teachers in every 
system, with the exception of three or four of 
the more wealthy systems which won't benefit 
much from the MFP, will get pay hikes through 
the combined efforts of the State and local 
boards. 


Take a look at Gainesville. At present, the 
city is giving supplements of from $60 to $600 
a year over the state schedule, Officials are 
considering offering a maximum supplement of 
only $300 next year. The PTA is protesting that 
the MFP shouldn't affect the local supplement. 
Here’s Gainesville’s situation, though. With the 
State paying the full state schedule at present, 
the city has $115,359 available with which to 
supplement salaries. Next year, with the city 
helping the State pay the new MFP schedule, 
the city will have only $73,000 available for any 
supplement it wants to offer. 


By having the cities and counties con- 
tribute (according to their ability to pay) 
to the state schedule, rather than supplement 


that the local commu-_ 


it, salaries over the State will become more 
equalized, Purcell peints out. 


Speaking of teachers’ pay, the Calhoun Coun- 
ty-Gordon unit of the Georgia Education As- 
sociation is trying to start a movement to raise 
the MFP schedule for teachers with only two or 
three years of college training—if they have 
12 years’ teaching experience. 


The GEA, virtually drafted the MFP 


schedule. 


The angle about 12 years’ teaching experience 
is new, however. GEA President Jim Cherry, of 
DeKalb €ounty, says he'll have to study it be- 
fore commenting. The GEA wants to do nothing 
to reward teachers who do not improve them- 
selves, but some members of the Board of Edu- 
cation pointed out that a college degree, alone, 
doesn’t mean a good teacher.

How Dried Beet Gets That Way 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


That glass jar or cellophane package of dried beef you pick up in your local store for tonight's 
supper represents a lot of work and much skill and care. ; 
Since time immemorial men have tried to preserve meats by drying them. Our modern packers, 
however, have developed methods that result in a dried beef that is very superior in flavor, keeping 


qualities and color. 

Rounds of beef are used to 
make today’s dried beef. These 
are boned and trimmed, the 
excess fat removed. They are 
then put into a pickling solution 
to be cured and stored. The 
proper curing time is under 
close temperature control. After 
the meat is thus cured, it is 
hung in heated “drying houses.” 
The drying takes from four to 
seven days. Here again tempera- 
ture control is an important 
factor for meat must dry evenly 
and thoroughly and to the ex- 
act degree. 


In drying, the meat shrinks. 
about 40 per cent in weight. 
This means that every pound
